Editorial - BY BRUCE R106SAT 
The terrible shock of the two- 
plane crash in the Grand Canyon 
may at last bring long needed ac­ 
tion toward modernising this coun­ 
try's badly outdated system of air 
traffic control. 
Ironically the Arizona tragedy, 
which many experts are assuming 
at this stage resulted from a col­ 
lision 
between 
the 
TWA 
and 
United airliners, 
occurred 
ovar 
territory that Is not considered 
crowded air space. 
Aviation experts familiar with 
today's intolerable flying condi­ 
tions have almost literally been 
holding their breath, in the expec­ 
tation that such an accident would 
happen. 
But 
they would 
havo 
predicted its occurrence over one 
of our many overloaded airports 
or along one of the more congest­ 
ed air routes. 
J"hat it took place , in ai) area 
wieoe blights ate bot so numerous 
does 
not, 
however, 
reduce Its 
force os evidence that Its insu­ 
lations no longer fit conditions of 
air travel.- 
It is apparent, 
too, 
that both 
ground and air equipment are In­ 
adequate 
for the needs 
of high 
speed flying. 


Take the latter first. An offi­ 
cial of the Airline Pilots Associa­ 
tion declares that it is well known 
that the plane’s animater, 
the 
instrument which measures alti­ 
tude, can be off as much as SOQ to 
400 feet. 
He said he had heard 
pilots scream over their radios; 
"fles at my altitude!” This when 
they were supposed to be flying 
a safe distance apart. 
Radar has been installed 
on 
many of the nation’s commercial 
aircraft, though Bot aU. But hove 
again, it is pointed out that such 
radar is used solely for "weather 
avoidance.” scanning the area up 
to 150 miles ahead of a plane. It 
is employed mostly on short-haul 
flights 
where 
pilots

through whatever weather exists. 
There are no collision avoidance 
indicators. 
And no one has yet 
produced 
any radar 
equipment 
winch would enable a pilot to know 
whether 
a plane were 
directly 
above 
or below 
or just 
behind 
him. 
Furthermore, the physical and 
working 
conditions 
within 
the 
plane’s cockpit do not favor good 
visual observation along a route. 
Instruments pack a high panel in 
front of the pilot, and cover the 
ceiling. 
Window space is so rela­ 
tively smalt that no vision can be 
had up or down and not too much 
to the side. 
In practice, 
pilots 
are so busy studying charts, mak­ 
ing radio contact and reading in­ 
struments that they seldom look 
out at all. 


As for traffic control rules, they 
were designed for the age of that 
trustworthy 
old 
icewagon, 
the 
DC-3. 
They provide for the spac­ 
ing of aircraft along a given route, 
for the altitude differentials sup­ 
posed 
to keep them apart, 
for 
their movement in landing and 
take-off or holding patterns over 
airports.

DREW P E A R S O N Says;

WASHINGTON. — Government 
policy on the creeping paralysis 
of the steel strike has puzzled la­ 
bor 
and industry leaders. 
Two 
conflicting views have come from 
White House and cabinet. 
Eisenhower 
aides have 
told 
newsmen that the administration 
did not want a strike, that they 
were worried over what a pro­ 
longed strike would do to the econ­ 
omy; that they feared a chain eco­ 
nomic reaction might throw hun­ 
dreds of thousands out of work. 
Yet simultaneously, 
Secretary 
of Labor Mitchell, Ike’s No. I lab­ 
or adviser, has not yet consulted 
with the President, as of this writ­ 
ing. 
White Sox 
aides further 
say they have not wanted to talk 
to General Eisenhower about the 
strike for fear it might upset him. 
How far the administration has 
gone to keep hands off the strike 
is illustrated by the following: 
I. Secretary Mitchell made 
a 
public statement that the govern­ 
ment would not intervene. Mitch­ 
ell, 
a smart 
and broad-gauged 
cabinet member, must have known 
this was arrogant meddling with 
tho Taft-Hartley Act, which specif­ 
ically states that he has nothing 
to do with federal mediation. The 
Federal 
Mediation Service 
was 
given complete and separate pow­ 
er to act, yet Mitchell’s statement 
amounted to formal notice to the 
steel companies that they could 
go the limit without interference 
from the government. This weak­ 
ened the hand of labor. 
t. The Federal Mediation Serv­ 
ice did not make a single, solitary 
move to prevent the strike, though 
fully empowered to do so. Asso­ 
ciate Director Clyde Mills made a 
public 
statement 
that the dis­ 
agreement was susceptible to set­ 
tlement,” that it was a "matter 
of getting in and giving it a push.” 
But no push was made. After the 
strike was finally called It took ll 
days 
for the Federal 
Mediation 
Service to arrange a meeting of 
the two sides.

Most potent economic force 
in the administration, astute Sec­ 
retary 
of the Treasury 
George 
Humphrey, 
did 
not 
intervene. 
Humphrey owns a steel company, 
National Steel; also the biggest 
coal company in the world, Pitts­ 
burgh Consolidated; also a fleet of 
boats on the Graal Lakes which 
carry iron ore to the steel mills.

Humphrey 
who put across the St, Lawrence

But in the steel strike he did not 
move. 
Labor and industry conclude, 
therefore, 
that the 
administra­ 
tion, 
though

strike, did not want to incur in­ 
dustry criticism by intervening.

His friends on em­ 
bassy row say he hopes to pro­ 
voke the American authorities into 
ordering him to leave. 
Ambassador 
Zeineddine 
has 
been identified with the pro-Soviet 
faction in his country ever since 
he served as Syrian minister 
to 
Moscow in 1945-47. By forcing the 
United States to oust him for at­ 
tacking the Jews, he would em­ 
barrass the U. S. A. with Syria’s 
anti-Jewish populace. 
This 
not only would 
hurt the 
United States in Arab world, but 
it also would boost the ambassa­ 
dor’s political prestige at home. 
He would come 
home a martyr 
for speaking out against the Jews 
in defiance of the American gov­ 
ernment. 
American Jewish leaders have 
protested to the State Department 
against 
Zeineddine’s 
inflamma­ 
tory 
speeches, but Secretary of 
State Dulles is in a box as to what 
to do.
